The agreement provides that no 
vote in the Dail Eireann shall require 
the resignation of the provisional 
government and that there shall be 
no election meanwhile. When the 
election is held, it is stipulated, a 
new constitution under the Anglo- 
Irish treaty shall be submitted to the 
country. 
After Eamonn de Valera and Ar- 
thur Griffith had answered several 
questions respecting: the agreement, 
the Ard Fheis. by a viva voce vote, 
approved the agreement and ad- 
journed- 
AGREEMENT REACHED 
BY SIX.V FK1X HEADS. 
The text of the articles at agree- 
ment, as read by De Valera, follows: 
"In order to avoid division of the 


Sinn Fein organization, to avert the 
danger to the country of an immedi- 
ate election, and to give opportunity 
to the signatories to the London 
agreement to1 draft a constitution so 
that when the people are asked to 
vote in an election to decide between 
the republic and the free state, the 
constitution of the latter may be 
definitely before them, it is hereby 
agreed that: 
"1—That Ard Fheis shall stand 


adjourned for three months. 
••2—Meantime the officers' board 


of the organization shall act as a 
standing committee; the Dail Eire- 
ann shall meet regularly and con- 
tinue to function in all of its de- 
partments as before the signing of 
the articles of the London agree- 
ment, and no vote of the Dail Eire- 
ann shall be regarded as a party 
vote requiring the resignation o£ the 
president and the cabinet: in the 
meantime no parliamentary election 
shall be held, and when it is held the 
constitution of the free state be in 
its final form of agreement. 


• •3—That this agreement shall be 


submitted to the Ard Fheis, and, if 
approved, shall be binding." 
DE VALKRA EXPLAINS 
CONSTITUTION PHRASE. 
Answering questions from the del- 
egates, de Valera explained that the 
phrase regarding the constitution "In 
its final form" meant the form in 
which it could not be changed, and 
that the advocates of the free state 
must stand or fall by it. De Valera 
said he himself was satisfied at the 
agreement reached. 
Of course, he 


added, as neither side was likely to 
change its opinion nothing in the 
agreement prevented either from ad- 
vocating views. The officers' board, 
which is to act as a standing commit- 
tee, happened to be divided exactly 
equally, de Valera said, which was 
not at all the case with the regular 
standing committee. 
Arthur Griffith, president of the 


Dail, said his interpretation was the 
same as de Valera's. 
The adoption of the 
agreement 


was then moved and carried. 
The reaching of the agreement 


came as a welcome surprise, to th* 
delegates generally, as it enabled the 
Ard Fheis to carry its session over 
for three months without the neces- 
sity of a split in the Sinn Fein on th« 
issue of the Anglo-Irish treaty. 


The beliaf generally expressed af- 
ter the adoption of the pact was that 
it would tranquiliz* the situation in 
Southern Ireland, and the delegates 
gave evidence by the acclaim with 
which they greeted the announce- 
ment of the agreement that they re- 
garded Irish unity as the greatest 
achievement toward which this .rep- 
resentative country could- contribute.
